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The  year  1933-34  has  been  an  eventful  one  for  the  Delta  State  Teachers  College.  Student 
activities  have  reflected  nobly  on  the  institution.  Intercollegiate  participation  both  on  and 
off  the  athletic  field  has  placed  the  college  in  the  foreground.  The  student  government  and 
faculty  have  worked  hand  in  hand  to  maintain  an  enviable  scholastic  rating.  Truly,  the  j-ear 
has  been  a  fine  one. 

Looking  back  over  the  files  of  MISS  DELTA  for  the  past  year,  we  find  many  interesting 
items  that  reflect  favorably  on  the  college,  its  faculty,  and  students.  A  brief  review,  i.-^sue 
by   issue,    summarizes   the   accomplishments.
